Such was Ae open statement made by Tancrede Marcil. one of the Oppo¬ 
sition leaders In the fight which resulted In the re-election of Hon. Louis Co- 
derre last November. 

It has been rumored for some time past that the Opposition had In Its 
hands, sworn affidavits which would cause a tremendous political scandal. 

Mr. Tancrede Marcil. who was defeated In Bagot in the last general elec¬ 
tions. Is one of the firet recruits In the National ranks. Formerly he was a 
journalist widely known In this province. 

"According to Mr. Marcll's statement 
a ‘well-oiled machine’ had considerable 
to do with Hob. Mr. Coderre’s victory 
In Hochelaga. and he described the 
alleged organisation as follows: 

“Tho plans were skilfully laid. An 
able man who, f waa told, had picked 
up experience In Saskatchewan, and 
a confederate hailing from the moun¬ 
tainous laiurentlde regions, put their 
heads together and managed and fin¬ 
anced the game.
